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l. Summary:
This legislation re-creates the Florida Coastal Protection Trust Fund without modification,
effective November 4, 2004. The Florida Coastal Protection Trust Fund, FLAIR #37-2-099, is
administered by the Department of Environmental Protection. This fund was last re-created
effective November 4, 2000, by Chapter 99-107, Laws of Florida.
Il.  Present Situation:

Section 376.11, F.S., creates the Florida Coastal Protection Trust Fund, and sections 206.9945,
and 376.121, F.S., provide revenue sources for the fund. Sections 376.10, 376.123, 376.15,
376.307, and 376.40, F.S., provide for the use of the fund. The trust fund provides financial
resources for the cleanup and rehabilitation after a pollutant discharge, including emergency
cleanup response teams, and provides funding for marine law enforcement at the Fish and
Wildlife Conservation Commission. The major sources of revenue include fuel excise taxes and
damages recovered from parties responsible for the pollutant discharge. According to LAS/PBS
data, receipts to this fund for FY 2002-2003 were $7.7 million.

M. Effect of Proposed Changes:
This bill re-creates the trust fund without modification.
